A Scene of Denotation. 


Tho scone which Is disclosed by the re- 


cession ot tho flood is one which beggars 
description. Throughout the flooded dis- 
trict it Is one story of destruction and 
dnmagr. 
The floods nt its height ex- 


tended from Court utreet to the Floyd 
blults, and from tho suburb of Lynn to 
the Missouri river. This comprises a dis- 
trict four miles long and a mile and a 
half wide. For a distance of a mllo and a 
Imlf abovo the mouth of tho Floyd tho 
bottom is densely populated. A large 
portion of tho inhabitants nre poor people 
who are employes of tho packing houses, 
railroads, etc. There are a great many 
retail shops throughout this region; there 
is a confused scene of desolation. At the 
height of tho flood the current struck 
straight through tho residence streets. 
Among those nearest to the river scores of 
dwellings wore swept from foundations 
and carried long distances and elthor 
smashed or turned bottom side up. It is 
no uncommon sight to see a dwelling, 
turned over on its side or roof. Many two 
utory buildings wcro swept away. Tho 
buildings which nro twisted or carried 
short distances are innumerable. 


WHARVES UNDER WATER. 


The Itivur lieaohus the Highest Point 


JCvoi- Known at Now Orluuna. 


NEW OKLEANS, May 11).—The river now 


is 
over 
seventeen feet high And has 


reached tho highest point ever known. 
Several streets In the city nro overflowed 
with surplus matter. The whnrves nronll 
under several Inches of water. The situa- 
tion is dangerous and the Bonnett Curro 
crevasse is nearly four hundred feet wldo 
and tho engineers claim that it Is impossi- 
ble to close It. Nearly $1,000,000 worth of 
flugar and rico crops have been destroyed. 
Tho water is encroaching upon Kenner- 
ville, ten miles iibovo tho city. The lake 
also shows signs of the crevasse water and 
in steadily rising. 


Illlnoli Central Tracks Safe. 


The city officials are at work raising the 


levees along the old nnd new basin to pro- 
tect tho rear portion of the city from over- 
flow. All traffic on the Mississippi Valley 
road has been suspended and they nre now 
perfecting arrangement* with the Illinois 
Central road to send out their trains. The 
water has not ni yet reached the Illinois 
Central tracks, but every arrangement has 
been made to receive it. Culverts havo 
been opened and new culverts built, con- 
sequently the officials of the Illinois Cen- 
tral feel confident that their road will not 
bo affected by the crevasse. 


ILLINOIS TOWNS FLOODED. 


Homo of the Inhabitants of 
HadlMon 


Forced to Leave Their Homes. 


C ST. Louis, May 10.—At 10 o'clock Thurs- 
day morning tho water broke over tho 
levee in the town ot Madison, three miles 
north ol East St. Louis, and quickly 
flooded the streets of that little town. In 
less than two hours the water was from 
two to four feet deep in various portions 
of tho placo, and the inhabitants were 
forced to leave their homes and seek shel 
tor on tlio higher ground east of there. 
Tho water flowed in an unchecked stream 
toward the little hamlotof Venice between 
Madison and East St. Louis. It soon 
ruichcd a height that compelled the peo- 
ple to pack up their personal effects nnd 
leave tholr liumeii to the ravages of the 
flood. At 1 o'clock Thursday afternoon 
tho telegraph operator at Venice notified 
tho main office in this city that the water 
was over a foot deep in his office and rap- 
idl; rising. Ho said the building was in 
danger of being swept away and with a 
fluiil good-by to his associates on tho wire 
the operator abandoned his office.

SOUTHERN DEMOCRACY. 


Conventions In North and South Carolina 


Virginia and Georgia. 


COIOMDIA, S. O., May 10.—The state 


Democratic convention met at noon. Of 
810 delegates 310 were opposed to Tlllnmn 
and the Farmers' Alliance. Senator Irby, 
chairman of the state Democratic execu- 
tive committee, called the convention to 
order, and W. J. Talbert, ex-state Alli- 
ance lecturer, was made president. 
Till- 


man and anti-Tlllman delegates claimed 
seats. Tho latter were seated. A caucus 
was held of Alliance delegates and dele- 
gates sympathizing with the farmers' 
movement, and over three-fourths of the 
delegates were present. The caucus de- 
cided to vote for Governor Tlllman, Sen- 
ator J. L. M. Irby, J. William Stokes, 
president of tho state Farmers' Alliance, 
and C. ~W. Jasper Talbert, ox-state Alli- 
ance lecturer, as dilegates-at-large to the 
national Democratic 
convention, and 


adopted resolutions of deep hostility to 
Cleveland, condemning him as tho repre- 
sentative of Wall street and not of De- 
mocracy. 


Noith Carolina Democrats. 


RALEIQI1, May 19.—The state Demo- 


cratic convention was called to ordor by 
Chairman Smith, who presented Less S. 
Overman for temporary chairman. Mr. 
Overman beffau his address: "We are 
Democrats. 
This is n Democratic con- 


vention." Ha was cheered to the echo. A 
recess was taken until 8 o'clock for the 
committee on credentials to report. Dis- 
trict meetings chose delegates to the Chi- 
cago convention. Four are for Cleveland, 
two absolutely opposed to Cleveland, and 
the others preferring a new man. In the 
afternoon a platform was adopted by ac- 
clamation demanding the free coinage of 
silver nnd other financial reforms, as set 
forth in the platform of 1800. 


The convention nominated for lieuten- 


ant governor R. A. Dnughton, speaker of 
tho lost general assembly, and for Secre- 
tary of state Octnvius Coke, tho incum- 
bent, by acclamation. 


Virginia Democrats. 


RICHMOND, May 19.—The Democratic 


state convention assembled In the Armory 
building, the largest hall in the city, 
which was filled to overflowing. At 12:30 
State Chairman J. Taylor Ellyson rapped 
the body to order. In tho opening of his 
address he appropriately referred to tho 
death of Senator Barbour. 
He urged 


harmony In tho convention, which senti- 
ment was loudly applauded. Hon. John 
P. Ryan of London was choieu temporary 
chairman, and in taking the chair made a 
brief speech also appealing for harmony in 
the Democratic party. Rev. Dr. Moses D. 
Hogo conducted the devotional exercises. 
Hon. Marshall Hanger of Augusta was 
elected permanent chairman. The stand- 
ing committees were then announced. 


According to the compromise arrived at 


thirteen of the delegates to Chicago will 
be for Cleveland and eleven anti-Cleve- 
land. 


Failed to Instruct for Cleveland. 


ATLANTA, Qa., May 19.—The Cleveland 


men had the convention by a a small mar- 
gin, but 
their efforts 
to instruct for 


Cleveland failed, and, beyond the election 
of their delegates at large, they lost every 
point they contended for. The majority 
the delegation from Georgia is opposed 
to the nomination of Grover Cleveland. 
The one thing particularly noticeable in 
the make up of the convention was the 
absence of the farmers. 


Vlames at Fort HcKlnney. 


FORT McKtsNKY, Wy., May la.—All the 


best buildings of this post wero destroyed 
by fire.

One of the questions to come up is as to

The 
other nominees were J. C. W. Cox of 
Iowa, C. P. Marken of St. Louis, Dr. Mo- 
Elroy of Illinois, W. T. Smith of Des 
Moines and W. R. Goodwin ot Indiana. 
While the delegates went out to count the 
vote Dr. C. W. Smith was unanimously 
elected editor of tho Plttsburg Advocate. 


Nogroeg Given Full Sway. 


The first ballot for editor of the St. 


Louis Advocate resulted ia no choice, 
and n new ballot was ordered. The vote 
stood: Young, 811; Croighton, 79; Cox, 62; 
Smith, 40; C. Elroy, 84; Masten, 86; Good- 
win, 8fl. J. B. Young was elected on th« 
second bnllot, receiving 300 out of 466 votes 
cast. B. F. Crearynnd W. H. Mnthewsof 
San Francisco were nominated for editors 
of The San Francisco Advocate. Then 
tho negroes broke loose and naminated A. 
E. P.'Albert and E. W.'.S. Hammond|for 
editor of Tho Southwestern Advocate. 
The negroes were amusing in their perora- 
tions nnd wero given full sway. B. F. 
Crnry was elected editor of the Snn Fran- 
cisco Advocate, receiving 823 votes. Al- 
bert J. Nast, son of the present editor of 
Tho Christian Apologete, wns elected edi- 
tor of that paper by acclamation. Dr. 
Hammond secured 8*4 votes, and was de- 
clared elected editor of tho negro paper. 
H. J. Lcibhart was elected editor Haus 
and Hurd, and the conference adjourned.

DR. ONBAL AT OMAHA, 


Interesting Letter from the Pastor 


of Qraoe Church at the 


Conference. 


The mail this morning brought UB this 


letter from Dr. Oneal who is at tbe Gen- 
eral Conference aa a visitor: 


OMAHA, Nun., May 18, 1892. 


EDITOR DAILY KEVUHLIOAN —I am so Dusy 


visiting, light-seeing, and greeting old friends, 
that I cau scarcely 0nd time to fuinil my prom- 
ise to write to you. This region is experiencing 
something like the deluge. All the lowlands 
are flooded, streams are swollen, wagon roads 
impassable, while landslides, washouts, &c, 
make travel by rail very tedious II not dan- 
gerous 


I have looked in, for a day, upon the General 


Conference. It Is In many ways a remarkable 
gathering. It represents, either as delegates or 
official visitors, the Metnodlsm of the whole 
earth. As Dr. Bristol ol Chicago said at a recep- 
tion: "These people are from every where, and 
Chicago." In Its personnel, this body will com. 
pare favorably with any deliberative bod; in this 
or any land. It Is composed of more than five 
hundred members, nine-tenths of whom are 
good talkers, they are not only able to talk, but 
very willing,' indeed, not a few are anxious to 
talk. It Is not strange, therefore, that the most 
rigid rules, strictly enforced, are necessary to 
keep the conference down to business. 


A stranger, observing the proceedings of the 


conference for the first time, would readily con- 
clude tliat a few men did all the work, and con- 
trolled all legislation. Such Is not the case, 
however. The real work Is done in committees, 
and every measure comes before the conference 
only after having had exhaustive consideration 
lu committee. The conference Is Hooded with 
petitions, memorials and resolutions proposing 
changes in the economy of the church. One 
would think that the entire polity and govern- 
ment of the church was to bo remodeled. Every 
such proposition, however, goes to its appropri- 
ate committee, and many of them naver see the 
light again. 


One of the peculiarities of Methodism has 


been and Is Its elasticity. It readily adapts 
Itself to changing conditions and new demands, 
but the General Conference has always been 
exceedingly conservative. 


Home of the measures proposed to this con- 


ference would. If adopted, abolish seme 
long-tried and useful features of traditional 
Methodism. 
Let 
no 
one be 
alarmed, 


however, for It may be safely assumed 
that no radical 
changes will 
be made, 


except such as se°ra to be positively and 
unmistakably demanded by the changed condi- 
tions which now surround the church. This 
conioronce differs from all Its predecessors In 
that it has a very large porportlon of new mem- 
bers. Seventy per cent, of its members aie 
hero for the first time. Very naturally, leader.. 
ship on tbe floor of the conference falls into the 
hands of a few skilled, experienced old-timers. 
The new men, however, "catch on" very quickly, 
and many of them are the peers of the ablest 
leaders of other general conferences. 


Every session of the conference Is red hot from 


beginning to end. Every man Is Intensely la 
earnest. lie Has something to do and means to 
do it, or know the reason why he should not. 


For quickness of wit, readiness of repartee, 


keenness of logic and red hot, flrey eloquence, I 
have never known any deliberative body to 
equal this general conference. 


The body Is bubbling up and running over 


with good humoreontlnuatly. As an illustration 
ot this, a certain D. O. from Buffalo, N. Y., was 
making an argument in favor of the present 
time limit upon the pastoral term. As he 
warmed to his subject, he became vehement and 
very boisterous. A delegate In the rear of the 
room brought the house down and completely 
dlscomntted the orator, by shouting out, "Loud- 
er1 louder!" 


General conference elections are always excit- 


ing 
So far, alt old oillcers have been elected 


except Dr. Stowe, who has been succeeded by 
Dr. Onrts of unlcago.

TBE STORAGE BATTERY SYSTEM. 


More Wonderful Strides In Kleo- 


trlolty UMB—Juot Press 


the Button. 


Th* stamp battery is slowly but 


surely asserting Half. A recent elec- 
trical invention is a portable storage call, 
which is delivered charged, by the com- 
pany-owning it, at any house in the city, 
nd called tor at a givra time tor re- 
urging, a charged cell being left in its 
lace. The convenience of such a enp- 
ly ot electrical current is very great. In 
iaoy buildings light and power are dis- 
ributed from a dynamo, which can be 
ept in operation bnt a part ot tbe time, 
[any proprietors of stores, factories or 


warehouses will not adopt electricity be- 


,nse they cannot afford either to dnph- 
ite their lighting fixtures or to ran an 
ngine constantly. The storage battery 
veroomes this aifflanlty, as it cot only 
arniehea light, but, if used in oonnec- 
ion with a motor, runs elevators and 
ther machinery while the engine is idle, 
ither during regular or accidental atop- 
agea 
This reserve power costs bnt 


ttle, aa it is obtained by equalizing the 


work of tbe dynamo during the usual 
ours for running. The average horse 
power used will be a little higher, bnt no 
xtra expenee for labor is incurred, and 
he difference in the coal bill ia not ap- 
recisble. The storage cell, either pro- 
ided, obliged or fed from thejdynsmo of 
lie user, is now employed tor innumera- 
le purposes where an extra supply is 
eeded, in factories,- stores and wore- 
onsee, office buildings, theaters and 
nblio hallsj.hotels and apartment houses 
nd oleotric-light stations. A country 
onse provided with a small engine may 
isye electricity stored for evening use 
while water is being pumped into the 
ank or feed cut for the stable. Any in- 
elligent man 
employed about the 


rounds can learn to do all that is nec- 


essary in the charging and management 


f tbo battery. Physicians and surgeons 
nd the storage cell invaluable, as it is 
onnd powerful and reliable in the heavt- 
jst'cautery work It is superseding steam 
and naptha for pleasure boats m Europe, 
nd there are signs that it will soon come 
nto extensive use for the same purpose 
u this country. The problem o( using 
tored electricity for traction work seems 
very year to be drawing nearer to a so- 
Qtion. An installation has just been 
made in Wnrtemburg which German en- 
lineers believe is destined at no distant 
ate to remove the distrust which ob- 
oins ugainst storage-battery traction and 
Drove the commercial practicability of 
be system on a largo scale. The line is 
wo and a half miles long, and the loco- 
motive is arranged both to haul a wagon 


nd to carry passengers and light goods 
nside. The seats for passengers are on 
ither side ot the wagon and nnder the 
seats are arranged the storage batteries 
which energize the the motor. The cells 
are of the Oerlikon type, with a gelatin- 
ins electrolyte. They number 100 and 
.hey weigh two tons, the total weight of 
he locomotive being eight tons. The line 
upon which the wagon runs ia ot normal 
•auge, with very light gradients. A fully 
oaded goods wagon containing twenty 
ions can be hauled the full length of the 
me in twenty minutes, and the battery 
s handled by one of the machine attend- 
ants without tbe sauervision of an elec- 
rioal engineer. That this can be safely 
nd efficiently accomplished is attributed 
:o the use of the gelatinous electrolyte 
n the cells, which is claimed to lusnre a 
•renter working safety 'Juan the usual 
laid electrolyte. 
An interesting evi- 


lenoe of the importance attached in 
Europe to developments in this field is 
he fact that a leading Italian electrical 
taper has offered a prize of 8400 for the 
lest primary battery fulfilling certain 
conditions.
